T is not surprising that the 
current purge of the Hu 
-Feng clique in China (for 
the erimo of deviationism) 
has Inspired rumours that 
Mr Chou En-lai’s days are 
mumbered. It ia even less 
surprising to know that this 
somewhat apocryphal con- 
clusion was the product of 
tho pundits in Talpel where 
the Chineso Prime Minister 
must easily top Chiang Kai- 
shek’s blacklist. 

For it is smooth urbano and 
plausible Chou who has 
dono miord ‘than anyone in 
Chinn to swing Aslan 
sympathics to the Peking 
regime, And {t is Chou who 
iy methodically and expertly 
hammering nails into the 
Nationalist. coffin at the 
United Nations, 

Liu Shao-chi, the party 
theorotician and an orthodox 
Marxist, slow, calculating 
and unpredictable is, the 
Nationalists belfeve, the 
nscendant star, This is un- 
doubtedly true but there is 
possibly 2 motive in Taipel’s 
reusoning. Liu is the last 
man in the world to win 
friends and influence people 
‘in the West—least of all 
the Americans who may, if 
they can be persuaded by 
Taipei, misunderstand the 
man sufficiently to take up 
belligerent ‘cudgel of 
opposition at the first sign 
of n change in Peking's 
present ‘policies, 

cue Nationalists therefore 

can hardly be described ax 
disinterested, © Nor is their 
view entirely without “pre- 
judice, Their guess about 
Chou may. be as good as 
any, but, it can only be 2 
guess, And it is certainly 
presumptusus to conclude 
that he is either at the point 
of elimination or that he is 

_in any way associnted with 
Hu Feng. There Ix no good 
reason for believing It .and 
certainly no facts to support 
the belief. 

Hu Feng and his followers 
paid the penalty for sublima- 
ting their own intellectuai 
_integrity to the detriment of 
“socialist realism”. And in 
a Communist country there 
is only one penalty for such 
recaleitrance—that is im: 
mediate or ultimate extine- 
tion. . 

The pace of the purge has re- 

. cently been accelerated and 
the Intest trend of events has 
Ted observers to believe that 
China is moving into the 
Stalinist era of its revolu- 
tion. : 

« It may or may not be relevant 
but Hu Feng's greatest folly 
was to call Kuo Mo-jo, the 

. leading propagandist in the 
regime, a “silly fool”’—and 
the story has spread far 
and wide, Wounded | pride 
muy be having its revenge 
but in any case such blatant 
iconoclasm pout hardly be 
left unpunished. 

ND Chou?) There’ is ‘no in- 
ditation at all that he is 
involved. His position, it is 
truc, is insecure but there 
is no suggestion that 
he has yet outlived his use- 
fulness. And in the present 
promising atmosphere of 
world relations China would 
be courting trouble — to 
puraue Stalinist — policies, 
even to ndopt leas con 
cillatory tactics in. ita con- 
duct of foreign affairs.
